the chaplain and governor,—or chaplain and a vi- 
ſiting Juſtice, ſhall, on his diſmiſſion, give him a 
certificate of ſuch good behaviour, and, if they 
have reaſon to believe that ſuch offender is actually 
and ſincerely reformed in manners, they ſhall ex- 
preſs the ſame in ſuch certificate.—And no of- 
tender ſhall be diſmiſſed at the end of his term (un- 
leſs at his own requeſt) if he ſhall labour under any 
acute and dangerous diſtemper--nor until in the op1- 
nion of the ſurgeon he can be diſcharged with ſafety. 
And when diſcharged, his own or other decent 
cloathing ſhall be delivered to every offender, to- 
gether with ſuch ſum of money as ſhall by the vi- 
ſiting Juſtices, or Juſtices in quarter ſeſſions be 
Judged neceſſary for ſubſiſtence to the place of his 
legal ſettlement not exceeding ten ſhillings. - And 
over and above ſuch ſum— (in caſe he ſhall have 
obtained a certificate of good behaviour as above 
mentioned) the offender ſhall receive a further ſum 
in proportion to the term for which ſuch perſon 
ſhall have been impriſoned not exceeding 3l.—And 
in caſe ſuch offender ſhall be able to procure any repu- 
table maſter of a ſhip, or tradeſman, or other ſubſtan- 
tial houſe-keeper who ſhall take him into *

if, at the end of one year's ſervice, ſuch maſter or 
miſtreſs will give him a certificate, ſetting forth 
that ſuch offender hath ſerved him or her ſoberly 
and honeſtly during the year, and that he or ſhe 
were content with ſuch offender's ſervice—the ſaid 
Juſtices in quarter ſeſſions ſhall allow to him a further 
ſum equal to that allowed on diſmiſſion. But ſuch 
certificate ſhall be witneſſed by the Miniſter of the 

iſh where ſuch maſter or miſtreſs ſhall reſide, — 
who ſhall teſtify that he believes the contents of the 
certificate to be true, and that the offender has 
been regular in attendance on divine ſervice.
